Nixon Aide Hired Liddy, Hunt . . . 
Watergate Duo Broke 
Into Office Of Doctor 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - 
Newly 


resigned presidential aide John D 
Ehrlichman told the FBI that he hired 
Watergate conspirators G Gordon Liddy 
and E Howard Hunt to investigate the 
Pentagon papers case and learned later 
they broke into the office of Daniel 
Ellsberg's psychiatrist, it was disclosed 
Tuesday 


U S District Court Judge Matt Byrne 


presiding over the trial of Ellsberg and 
Anthony Russo. revealed the statement 
that Ehrlichman made to the FBI last 
Friday 
The defense attorneys im- 


mediately moved for dismissal of the case 
and Byrne took the motion under advise- 
ment 


The FBI interview quotes Ehrlichman 


as saying that President Nixon designated 
him in 1971 "to make inquiries indepen- 
dent of a concurrent FBI investigation 
which had been made relating to the leak 
oi the Pentagon papers " Ellsberg was in- 
dicted in June 1971. on charges of es- 
pionage, conspiracy and theft 


Ehrlichman told agents that Nixon 


"had expressed interest in the problem of 
unauthorized disclosures 
of classified 


government information ... " 


The report added that, according to 


Ehrlichman. "a decision was made 
to 


conduct some investigation in the Pen- 
tagon papers leak matter 'directly out of 
the White House ' G Gordon Liddy and 
E Howard Hunt were designated to con- 
duct the investigation " 


Ehrlichman told the FBI he learned of 


the burglary afterward and told Hunt and 
Liddy "not to do this again." 


Ehrlichman said he knew the two men 


were traveling to California to "follow up 
leads.' including word that "there was 
information available that Ellsberg had 
emotional and moral problems and Lid- 
dv and Hunt sought to determine full 
facts relating to these conduct traits." 


Ehrlichman was interviewed by the 


FBI the same day Byrne made public a 
Justice Department memo revealing that 
Liddy and Hunt had allegedly burglarized 
Ellsberg's psychiatrist's office 
Byrne 


ordered an investigation launched that 
day. Nixon announced Ehrlichman's 
resignation Monday. 


Ellsberg's chief defense attorney, 


Leonard Boudin, expressing outrage at 
the revelation Tuesday, called it "one of 
the most extraordinary invasions of in- 
dividual privacy." 


"If this kind of thing can be done here 


and there is no deterrent so that an ad- 
viser to the President will not do this 
again." said Boudin, "then the ad- 
ministration of justice in this country is 
lost " 


Referring to the FBI report as "this 


dreadful document." Boudin asked the 
judge to immediately dismiss the indict- 
ment against Ellsberg and Russo. He said 
that jurors should be summoned to the 
court and told "why this indictment 
should be dismissed — the shame of the 
government of the United States " 


Ellsberg said the FBI documents prove 


the. White House tried to "bribe" Judge 
Byrne by offeung to make him FBI direc- 


• tor. He told newsmen the White House 
offered Byrne the FBI directorship in 
hopes he would reciprocate by hiding 
evidence that links the Pentagon papers 
case with Watergate conspirators. 


Ellsberg said the document called into 


question whether President Nixon had 
"ordered this whole process of criminal 
activity " and added "This document 
points directly to the indictment of the 
President " 


At imdafternoon. Asst 
U S Atty 


David Nissen turned over more reports to 
the judge and asked that Byrne stop 
making public the continuing discoveries 
in the investigation He said he feared 
that persons being questioned by govern- 
ment investigators will refuse to 
cooperate if all statements are im- 
mediately "on the front pages of the 
newspapers." 


Byrne said he does not intend to change 


the procedure he has been using — 
examining documents, first privately. 
then making them public when he gives 
them to the defense team 


FBI Guards Watergate 
Files At White House 


\\ASHINGTON (AP) - FBI agents 


were dispatched to the White House 
Tuesday to guard Watergate-related files 
kept in the offices of departing officials 


Press Secretary Ronald L Ziegler said 


an around-the-clock safeguaiding 
procedure was begun "to physically 
protect ' v a r i o u s W h i t e House 
documents 


Sources said President Nixon's top 


aides 
H R Haldeman and John D 


Ehrlichman culled through government 
files before they resigned 


That disclosure came amid a flurry of 


other developments in the day after 
Nixon's speech to the nation on the case 


—Nixon met with his Cabinet as part of 


the effort to get his Watergate-rocked ad- 
ministration back on course 
While 


Ziegler said in advance the agenda was 
made up of ' important things that lie 
ahead ' the White House would not dis- 
close what was discussed at the 30-mmute 
meeting 


Nixon was understood to have outlined 


interim staff arrangements at the White 
House, pending replacement of the 
resigned top aides 


—Atter the Cabinet meeting Nixon 


met for an hour in his Oval Office with 
Vice President Spiro T Agnew In dis- 
closing the meeting a White House 
spokesman would not disclo.se what was 
discussed describing it only as a private 
meeting This apparently was the first 
time since December Nixon and Agnew 
had held such an extensive discussion 


—Sources predicted that the Hdldeman 


and Ehrlichman resignations will bring 
major changes in the White House staff 
structure One source said Nixon would 
announce the shuffle next week

The Haldeman-Ehrhchman search for 


documentation began days prior to 
Nixon's acceptance Monday of their 
resignations as his closest advisers 
sources said 


It apparently was prompted by con- 


tinuing news accounts linking them to the 
Watergate swirl and was accelerated after 
reports that John W Dean III, fired Mon- 
day by Nixon as presidential counsel, was 
ready to turn over to investigators certain 
documents relating to an alleged White 
House coverup of Watergate involve- 
ment 


Haldeman and Ehrlichman were seen 


leaving the White House Tuesday mor- 
ning carrying stacks of documents They 
rode off to an undisclosed destination in 
the back seat of a White House limousine 


Not long afterwards, it became known 


that Nixon's Watergate investigators had 
ordered th?' FBI agents be posted around 
the clock at the offices of Haldeman. 
Ehrlichman and Dean and other locations 
where Watergate-related files are kept 


The move was made, Ziegler said, "to 


physically protect the files to make sure 
that access and removal of any files were 
supervised in accordance with very strict 
procedure." 


Elaborating later. Ziegler said the 


resigned White House aides still have 
access to files in their offices but that 
whenever files are removed an FBI agent 


be present to record the action.

to a mutual-fund scandal, and 
alleged crimes by White House 
employes against the man who 
leaked the Pentagon papers 


The President mentioned 


none of these in his address 
Monday night, except for a 
reference to "alleged improper 
actions" for which Nixon said he 
shoulders full responsibility. 


Here are some subsidiary 


scandals in the conglomerate 
now collectively called 
"Watergate." 


MONEY: Two secret cam- 


paign funds have been found, 
and a third is reported in news 
accounts. 
The Watergate 


burglars were paid from a secret 
cash fund in the President's re- 
election headquarters. 


A former aide to presidential 


chief of staff H. R. Haldeman 
has been quoted in transcripts of 
grand jury testimony as saying 
Haldeman kept $350.000 more in 


campaign cash in his White 
House safe, purpose as yet un- 
known. 


News reports say investigators 


turned up a $500.000 fund in a 
California bank, used by the 
President's personal lawyer to 
pay a political saboteur, among 
other things. 


Government auditors have 


urged that Nixon's, campaign 
treasurer. Hugh Sloan, be 
prosecuted for failing to report 
payments used to give a phony 
impression of public support for 
Nixon's war policies. Nixon 
hasn't said whether he knew of 
these dealings. 


RECORDS: Although the 


President promises there will be 
no "whitewash," his campaign 
organization continues to keep 
secret its spending, reportedly 
involving around $10 million, 
from before last April 7. That is 
the date a new law required 
public reporting. 


Four Drug Agents 
Suspended With Pay 


WASHINGTON (APi - Four 


federal narcotics agents were 
suspended T u e s d a y f o r 
mistaken-identity raids last week 
on the homes of two Illinois 
families. 


In announcing this, the 


nation's chief enforcer of drug 
laws. Myles J. Ambrose, said he 
also was seeking an immediate 
grand jury probe of the incident. 


Ambrose, head of the Office 


for Drug Abuse Law Enforce- 
ment, said that the four 
agents—joined by 11 other 
agents trom local police-had 
stormed into two follinsville.

In a plain-spoken interview recently in the Omaha 


World-Herald Congressman John McColhster was emphatic 
about the President s cleaning house of all those associated 
with the Watergate affair Then, as to the entire episode, he 
had this to say 


"I'm surprised nobody recognized that surely some 


responsibility for all this had to be charged to the growth and 
influence of government in everything we do. When -we 
delegate to government to do so many things, we run the risk 
always of the failure of upright people to do that which the 
situation requires Sooner or later, people must understand 
that government can't do everything for them. If they expect 
that, thev are asking for a lot of trouble in a lot of things." 


If people in general attach that kind of conclusion to the 


Watergate affair they will be making a serious mistake 
What about the failure of upright people to do that which the 
situation requires0 


The sentence or statement is a contradictory one If the 


individual is upright he will do what the situation requires 
of him If he doesn't he is not upright 


What McColhster is saying is that if you give people too 


much opportunity for wrong-doing, they will do wrong If 
that is the case humanity can assume it has arrived at a pret- 
ty sad state of affairs 


It is easy to keep your hand out of the cash register when 


the head bookkeeper or owner of the place is looking over 
your shoulder. It is a little more demanding of you to keep 
your hand out when nobody is looking. 


* 
According to McColhster, everyone is basically a crook 


of some kind since given the opportunity to do wrong, he 
will do it His reasoning about the bigness of government 
and criminal activity is just as ridiculous 


The size of the government hasn't anything to do with it 


The government was just as big under Lyndon Johnson as it 
is under Nixon but there was no Watergate under Johnson 


Nor is wrong-doing a unique mark of the government In 


a storv recently, the Wall Street Journal wrote 


"The Equity Funding scandal is far more massive than 


anyone has yet suspected. It involves more than $120 million 
in non-existent assets. It is centered in the parent corpora- 
tion itself, not a subsidiary. And it has been going on since 
1964 " 


That story goes on to tell about phony customers phony 


assets, phony shares, phony loan accounts and a generally 
massive structure of multi-million-dollar phony operations 
in a private corporation 


* 
Remember the salad oil scandals of the 1960's° That was 


private enterprise cheating the government out of a fortune 
How about the parade of income tax evasion cases against 
private business and individuals that take place almost 
routinely every year9 How about the murder and big payoffs 
that have tainted the image of big organized labor7 


What about the false advertising claims that are made 


by some of the leading drug manufacturers of the nation'* 
No, unethical and cnminal conduct isn't a mark of govern- 
ment, big or little; it is a mark of dishonest men and women. 


What we need is not less government, but rather, more 


people of unqualified integrity in it And we need them 
throughout our society If we go about looking for scapegoats 
and rationalizing the wrongs that happen with phonv 
political philosophies, as McColhster has done, we will have 
less not more of that essential integrity

divine nor did thev accord such status to Johnson 
or Kennedy or anv of the others They have a 
traditional respect foi the office and place a lot ot 
faith in it What the establishment thinkers were 
doing we think were suggesting that Nixon not be 
unjustly vilified until all the facts are in because 
much of the rest of the world as well as the people 
ot Ameru d would like to have faith in the office of 
President of the United States It wields more 
power thar the gods in manv minds These times 
are much different than the infant days of the 
agrarian republic when the presidency was in prac- 
tice only one third of the government as Baker put 
it 


The first citi/en of the Republic was on televi- 


sion Monday night asking tor support and indirect- 


ly sympathy and understanding It was not one of 
his better speeches if judged by delivery Nixon- 
haters could regard it with smug contempt 
Somehow a sincere Nixon doesn't seem sincere 


He accepted final responsibility for Watergate 


but said for the first time in his political career he 
left the management of a campaign to subor- 
dinates He said he had no prior knowledge of the 
Watergate plans and had been misled by those 
attempting to cover it up He asked all Americans 
to join him in setting higher standards for politics 
and he said he would do everything in his power to 
bring to justice the Watergate conspirators 


He did not say precisely who did what and he 


did not direct that an independent investigator- 
prosecutor be named but said only that Attorney 
General-designate Richardson could employ one if 
he so wished 


A multitude of questions were still unanswered 


after the President's speech to the nation His zeal 
in the pursuit of justice did not seem to match the 
zeal with which the Watergate planners and agents 
carried out their scheme 


But until or unless additional facts implicate 


the President what reasonable alternative do we 
have other than to believe him9

while the third said it should stand on its own 
merits One of the other proposals — for a shopping 
center at 84th and 0 — can be acted on by the pre- 
sent council May 14 but another, at 27th and Old 
Chenev Rd will not be ready for final action until 
late Mav or June after a new council is organized, 
so if comparison is the issue, deferring the first 


two is the only open course 


The council also argued about the need for new 


regional shopping centers, who should provide 
"real economic justification" for the centers and 
about further studies and the Comprehensive Plan 
in general 


As we have said before the present council 


would be jumping the gun if it acted on either or 
both the 56th and 84th St proposals without 
hearing the plans for 27th and Old Cheney Rd and 
before a number of broad development questions, 
including the issue of Stevens Creek expansion, are 
resolved 


In the interests of orderly growth and develop- 


ment the present council, which expires at the end 
of the May 14 meeting should take itself out of the 
decision-making process regarding these important 
proposals

Paying school costs from 


property tax is about as obsolete 
as it would be to have students 
study out of text books written 
50 years ago Yet Nebraska is 
still taxing property for about 
85% of the school cost 


People and the income they 


receive should pay the bill, not 
just property Why not divide the 
school cost about equally 
between (1) sales tax, (2) income 
tax, and (3) property tax' 


Since I first served in the 


Nebraska Legislature, starting in 
1957,1 have attended a few hun- 
dred meetings and hearings 
where school finance was dis- 
cussed. I have heard almost 
every reason imaginable as to 
why each of the three forms of 
taxation is unfair to someone 
and likewise the ments of each 
form of taxation praised 
I 


believe the highest possible 
degree of fairness to all people in 
Nebraska would be the three- 
way split between sales, income 
and property tax. 


Governor J J Exon has been 


sincere in his efforts to work 
through his tax committee, of 
which I happen to be a member, 
to develop a program of proper- 
ty tax relief and desired support 
for education He may not have 
all the answers but certainly his 
proposals merit serious con- 
sideration by the Legislature 
Part of the problem in the opi- 
nion of many is the fact that 
many people are building new 
homes or setting up trailer 
courts and are expecting 
taxpayers in other school dis- 
tricts or possibly their own dis- 
trict to pay the bill of education

True, we have a school district 


in Nebraska (Valley) that has a 
mill levy of 86 57 for schools 
Neighboring districts (Waterloo) 
79 83 mills and (Elkhorn) 62 03 
The tax base is low and concen- 
trated on homes and farms 
Studies show the enrollment 
may double or triple in these dis- 
tricts within the next ten years 
Who is going to pay the bill9 In 
the past, much of the added 
burden has been shifted to 
farmers 
through 
school 


reorganization and the present 
state-aid formula 


Farm land north and west of 


Omaha, for example probably is 
worth $200 to $400 for 
a g r i c u l t u r a l 
purposes 


Developers and people wanting 
new homes built in the area push 
the price up to $4,000 per acre 
and above In turn those who 
continue to farm in the same dis- 


trict have an increase in assessed 
value of their land at a level far 
above the return on investment 
for agricultural 
purposes 


Farmers who sell their land 
often go out away from the 
development areas to replace 
the land they sold and that tends 
to establish land 
values 


throughout Nebraska at a level 
much higher than its true value 
for agricultural use. 


Why are farmers concerned'' 


Suppose you have a professional 
man and his family, including 
three school-age children, living 
in a $30,000 house on an acre of 
ground in the corner of a section 
of land; a farmer and his family, 
including three school-age 
children, in a $30,000 home on 
the other corner, but the farm 
family also owns and operates 
the balance of the 638 acres in 
the section Let's assume both 
families enjoy a net income of 
$20,000 per year Who should pay 
the more money to support the 
local school district* It seems 
logical that the two families 
enjoying the same income and 
standard of living should pay the 
same tax dollars At present the 
division of the tax burden is 
nowhere near equal. This par- 
ticular farmer's family in the 
average school district in 
Nebraska would be paying about 
10 times more school taxes than 
his neighbor who pays only on 
his home 
It is true many 


farmers do not pay as much 
school tax as used in the exam- 
ple, but also it is true they do not 
enjoy as much income or have 
the ability to pay

We have heard repeated 


reference to ' wealthy districts ' 
and "poor districts" The 
reference is made to the proper- 
ty value within the school dis- 
trict Such references as a basis 
for state aid are grossly mis- 
leading They do not necessarily 
reflect the ability of the citizens 
within the district to support 
education 
For 
example 


Pawnee County might be termed 
a wealthy property-rich county, 
yet medium family income in 
1969 was $5 572 as compared to 
Douglas County s $10419 The 
total ability of a district must be 
measured not only in terms of 
property valuation, but also by 
income produced It can be 
argued that ability to pay taxes 
for the support of schools is 
perhaps singularly the most im 
portant factor, yet every 
able-bodied citizen should also be 
willing to make some contribu- 
tion to the support of public 
education for benefits he 
receives directly or indirectly 


I certainly cannot support the 


present state aid formula which 


few peoiple understand 
Full 


funding at the present formula 
would be even more unfair. At 
present about $12 million is dis- 
tributed on the basis of average 
daily membership and $24 
million on the basis of a formula 
which gives httle aid to districts 
with a high valuation per pupil 
regardless of the ability to pay 
taxes 


For example, the State Board 


of Education holds farm land in 
trust for the benefit of the 
Nebraska School for Visually 
Handicapped The land in Boone 
County is appraised at $206,463 
It returned $7,635 48 in 1972 or 
3 69"?- return on the investment 
If this land were owned by an in 
dividual and taxes paid, the 
return would have been prac- 
tically ml 
If an individual 


borrowed money to own the 
same land, the interest rate 
would be seven to eight per cent 
Why should operators of land in 
Boone County be expected to 
support schools in new develop- 
ment areas such as the one 
northwest of Omaha7

I remember only one farmer 


testifying at hearings throughout 
the state on state aid to educa- 
tion who was in favor of the pre- 
sent formula or program He 
was the farmer who sold his 
land put the money out on loan 
and in stocks and bonds and is 
now living off the income from 
the intangible property which 
pays no school tax 


I believe the time has come to 


recognize that measurement of 
aid in dollars alone is better than 
attempting to devise formulas 
based upon null levy alone or 
tying equalization aid to mill 
levies 
Mill levies used alone 


spell out nothing. It is mill levies 
times valuation that determine 
tax dollars and added to this, one 
must consider net income and 
ability to pay — not mill levy 
alone. This is because of the 
wide vanation in valuations of 
districts, the lack of equalization 
of assessments between coun- 
ties, the wide dispanty of me- 
dian family income produced in 
relation to existing valuations, 
and the great difference in 
number of pupils. 


Too many times in the past, 


formulas have been jockied 
around to the liking of a majority 
of the state senators to get 25 
votes with little consideration 
for the rest of the state or 
thought of unfairness between 
taxpayers within a school dis- 
trict 


It is time for people — not 


land and cows — to start paying 
the bill for edjcation

Vietnam And The Watergate 


NEW YORK - \ lot of 


Americans thought George 
McGovern hysterical last year 
when he said the Nixon ad- 
ministration was the most cor 
rupt in American history 
But 


neither McGovern nor anyone 
who supported him should take 
pleasure in the considerable vin- 
dication they are now receiving 
This t>nm spectacle of investiga- 
tion recrimination and resigna- 
tion overshadowed as it is bv 
fie probability of criminal in- 
dictment shakes not just 
the 


Nixon administration 
but 


American government and to its 
roots 


Those roots he in the con- 


fid once and trust of the 
\mencan people For two cen- 
turies 
despite their amiable 


cvmcism about many forms of 
graft and an almost admiring 
t o l e r a n c e 
f o r 
c o l o r f u l 


demogoguerv 
Americans have 


generally trusted their govern- 
ment — particularly that govern- 
ment most remote from them, 
in the 20th Century that trust 
concentrated itself almost 
fanatically in the presidency as 
the one office capable of < oping 
with the vast new concerns that 
rushed in at home and abroad 
The result is a presidential 
government in which the other 
branches serve as occasionally 
effective anchors to windward 


Shake confidence in the 


presidency, therefore, and yon 
shake confidence in the govern- 
ment. In the sixties, for millions 


ot Americans, the war in Viet- 
nam and its consequent decep- 
tions and disillusionments first 
brought the otfice into distrust 
and contempt 
Now the 


Watergate scandal is bound to 
extend that corrosion of con- 
fidence — particularly since the 
Nixon administration came to 
otfice in 1969, and stayed in after 
1972, not least because so many 
Americans believed 
Nixon's 


pledges to restore confidence, 
re-establish authority and 
preserve traditional American 
values. 


But it seems reasonably clear 


that crimes including at least 
wiretapping, theft, burglary, 
breaking and entering, perjury, 
malfeasance in office, subor- 
ning perjury 
bribery, forgery, 


obstruction of justice, various 
forms of conspiracy 
and 


numerous violations of both the 
election and campaign finance 
laws, have been planned com- 
mitted, connived at, condoned 
or covered up at high levels of 
the government (which is to say 
the presidency) The accom- 
panying ethical transgressions — 
particularly the vile intrusion 
upon Daniel Ellsberg's psy- 
chiatric records — shatter even 
the most supple standards of 
personal or nohtical conduct 


And no matter how strongly it 


may be asserted that Nixon 
knew nothing of any of this, and 
took strong action as soon as he 
did (now, the facts remain that 
he gathered the culprits abort 


him, he gave them their power 
and whatever sense of his pur- 
poses and limits they may have 
had, and he failed in ihe first 
duty of a responsible official, 
which is to know what is being 
done in his name or with his 
authority 


These sorry facts, moreover, 


raise new and ominous questions 
about other, earlier matters of 
concern — the administration's 
decision, for example, to raise 
milk support prices after major 
campaign contributions by the 
dairy industry, and the settle- 
ment in dubious circumstances 
of an important anti-trust suit 
against ITT. 


This sad crumbling of an ad- 


ministration and Nixon's 
desperate efforts to retrieve a 
position that so recently 
appeared imperial may seem 
nothing more than good political 
fodder to some Democrats, 
others like the governors who 
cancelled National Chairman 
Robert Strauss's plan to make a 
television speech on the subject, 
surely realize that whatever par- 
tisan advantage may be derived 
from the Watergate crimes is 
minor when measured against 
the damage to the nation, its in- 
stitutions, "and its spirit 


The 
conclusion 
the 


Democrats as well as the 
Republicans would do best to 
draw is that the presidency is not 
an imperial office No matter 


who holds it, neither he nor his 
men are above the law or beyond 
political accountability There is 
nothing inherently ennobling or 
mystic in the office — nothing 
that makes ordinary humans 
superhuman — nor is there 
anything about mere power that 
enhances character Rather, it is 
how presidents respond to their 
power — how they use it or 
refrain from using it — that can 
make them great or make them 
corrupt 


Now two administrations in 


succession have tned to push 
beyond the limits of the office, 
the first in making war, the se- 
cond in securing its power, one 
was rebuked politically, to the 
detriment of its laudable 
domestic purposes; the other 
has been criminally tainted, to 
the possible endangerment of its 
foreign policy goals and 
achievements. 


No doubt there is a certain 


rough justice in both cases, it is 
even possible that in the 
perverse way of human nature, 
the presidency has been saved, 
not destroyed by these 
retributions, but if that is to be 
so. Nixon and his successors will 
have no greater task than to 
show that they are worthy of 
trust 
After Vietnam and the 


Watergate, they had better not 
count on blind faith 


themselves lucky to be the 
primary beneficiaries of Lin- 
coln's newest crime-fighting 
device the helicopter Since the 
use of the helicopter began, 
there has been a significant drop 
in the violent crimes of sleeping 
and peacefulness Before the 
helicopter began its nightly 
forays against crime and/or evil, 
the crime of sleeping ran ram- 
pant, and it was not uncommon 
for a citizen to suffer an entire 
night s sleep right in his own 
home' But now, whether a 
citizen chooses to bed down 
after the news or after the late 
movie the helicopter is there, 
keeping its vigil against sleep 
Citizens are now protected from 
the crime of sleep for as long as 
a 
half hour straight, with 


frequent return check-ups at the 
most dangerous hours when 
most persons are fighting sleep 
single-handed 


The crime of peacefulness has 


also been effectively stifled Who 
says the big cities have a 
monopoly on noise9 With a 
single modern device, Lincoln 
can combat peacefulness on a 
scale with much larger cities 


It is unfortunate that residents 


south of the Capitol receive so 
much of the benefit and time of 
the helicopter, for other parts of 
the city surely deserve as much 
consideration Citizens who are 
not now receiving regular night- 
ly visits by the helicopter are 
urged to write their city coim- 
cilmen and complain of this un- 
fair treatment Surely the wealth 
and political power of the 
residents in the Capitol vicinity 
should not enable them to obtain 
a monopoly on prime-time visits 
by the helicopter Citizens in the 
suburbs deserve equal time if we 
are to preserve the democratic 
ideal of insomnia for everyone

Decline In Drug Experimentation Reported

Several Lincoln area drug 


counselors said Tursday they 
sense a decline in experimental 
drug abuse, especially among 
teenagers. 


The informal reports on the 


Lincoln drug scene were 
delivered during a meeting of 
the Treatment Resources Com- 
mittee, a subcommittee of the 
Lincoln Drug Commission. 


Tried Heroin 
One of the counselors. Larry 


Frahm of the Lincoln-Lancaster 
Mental Health Center, said a lot 
of the people he's contacted 
recently indicated they had "at 
least tried... heroin a time or 
two." 


On the other hand, said 


Frahm. drug abuse generally 
does not appear to be increasing 
as fast as it was last year. 


"A lot of kids are ho-humming 


it," 
said Frahm, indicating 


experimentation with drugs as a 
"glamor" tendency seems to 
have subsided, 


Frahm emphasized that he 


had no data to tell for sure, but 
he said his observations were 
based on his impressions o! the 
current situation. 


Rex Bevins, Treatment 


Resources Committee chairman, 
said the number of contacts he's 
had this year is down somewhat, 
but he said he's finding more 
youngsters who are reluctant to 
enter into a counseling situation. 


•Aren't Problem' 
"They say they aren't the 


problem," he said, adding they 
say adults worried about their 
drug use are the real problem. 


Hulda Roper of the Lincoln 


Police Dept agreed with Bevins, 
and also said she agreed that the 
"glamor" associated with 
experimentation seems to be on 
the decline. 


Leighton Wessel of the Lin- 


coln Police Dept.'s community 
relations office said his office's 
contacts indicate there is an in- 
crease in use of LSD in Lincoln, 
a trend which he said reverses 
earlier experience. 


Wessel said young people are 


buying LSD under a number of 
names, thinking it's something 
else, but he said lab tests in- 
dicate what they are using is 
acid. 


He also said he's seen a "big 


increase in the use of 
amphetamines." 


Users Older 
Several of the counselors said 


drug abuse appears to be 
"filtering up" in age groups ap- 
proaching 30, apparently among 
people who grew through the 
teenage years in a time when 
drugs were not common. 


Wessel also reported that in 


the three months that John 


Walters has worked as a drug 
specialist for the police- 
community relations office he 
has seen 7? young people age 11 
to 25, contacting them on an 
average of three times each. 


The average age of those con- 


tacted was 16. he said, and about 
one-third of them had used 
nothing but marijuana. 


About one-fourth of them, he 


said, had used a variety of drugs. 


Few Arrested 
Wessel also said that only 5 3rr 


ot the 77 contacted had been 
arrested for drug offenses after 
their initial contact with the 
drug specialist. 


Walters, a former police of- 


ficer, works in a non-arrest situa- 
tion, trying to get help to young 
people and their families. 


In other matters, Eric 


McMasters, Lincoln drug coor- 
dinator, said the drug contact 
and counseling center now has 


about $90,000 for operational 
expenses in its first program 
year. 


The center is expected to open 


soon at 2545 N. 


Center Director Olga Bom told 


the 
c o m m i t t e e 
that 


houseparents and one counselor 
have been hired from among 
scores of applicants. 


At least one other counselor 


and possibly an assistant direc- 
tor are yet to be hired. 


Funding approved thus far in- 


cludes $30.000 from the city 
through Sept. 1 and $40.000 from 
the Crime Commission and $17,- 
000 from the State Drug Com- 
mission through next May 1. 


The remainder has come from

His motion fell on a 28-19 vote.

The navy, considered the most 


wavy officers infuriated by the conservative of Argentina's 
assassination of a retired rear armed forces, played a key role 


in the overthrow of 
admiral shouted insults at Presi- 
dent Alejandro Lanusse on 
Tuesday and knocked down ex- 
President Arturo Frondizi when 
he tried to attend the admiral's 
wake.

The death penalty had been

six weeks — should write the BBB. 25 S E. 2nd Ave., Miami, Fla. 
33131 Include with an explanatory letter copies of your cancelled 
checks, order forms or communication with the company The BBB 
says it should take another four to six weeks to clear an adjustment 
through them

Safety Transportation District, says that such a prov.sion will be in- 
cluded m legislation being drawn up to clarify and strengthen laws 
regarding the relationship between railways and motorists He says 
that the suggested law will include penalty provisions - $100 for firs 
offense. $200 for second and $300 for third - and has a good chance of 
clearing the Legislature

bettor to another through the pari-mutuel windows. 


A survey taken during last summer's Ak-Sar-Ben 


meeting revealing that the 59 days of racing pumped more 
than $18 million into the Omaha economy.

The Ak-Sar-Ben oval is one of the state's No. 1 tourist 


attractions. 


A profile of the Ak-Sar-Ben bettor shows that 53 per 


cent are from outside of Omaha with 78 per cent of the 
non-Omahans coming from more than 50 miles away. 


Fifty-seven per cent of the out-of-towners stay over- 


night after the races in Omaha and 84 per cent of the out- 
of-towners dine in an Omaha restaurant after the races. 


Forty-seven per cent of those who come into Omaha 


for the races on weekend wind up doing some shopping in 
Omaha stores. 


Of the Omahans who go to the races, 70 per cent of 


them eat out rather than going home for dinner. 


The largest age group of all fans is 51-65 with the 41- 


50 age bracket second and 31-40 ranking third. 


State Wins, Bettor Loses 


The recently-completed Fonner Park racing meet in 


Grand Island, despite the worst spring weather in years, 
produced a record mutuel handle of $10,442.772. 


The big benefactor was the State Treasury which was 


swelled to the tune of $522,138.60. With the additional one 
per cent tax levied by the Nebraska Legislature this year, 
that pari-mutuel tax total was $104,427.80 more than it 
would have been under the 1972 law. 


Or putting it another way, the State of Nebraska got 


$104.427.80 that previously was going to the bettor. 


Superb Handicapping Job 


A superb job of handicapping was done by Fonner 


Park racing secretary Dean Williams in Saturday's Gus 
Fonner Handicap. 


A perfect weight assignment for horses in a handicap 


race would have them all cross the finish line in a dead 
heat. Williams didn't do that, but he didn't miss by much. 


Williams assigned Hooki Lau 125 pounds, which was 


nine to 15 pounds more than any other entry was asked to 
carry. When they finished the mile and 70-yard trip. 
Hooki Lau won by a neck with the third horse only two 
lengths behind the winner and only five lengths 
separating the winner from the last place finisher. 


During a conversation the other night at Ak-Sar-Ben 


between Lincoln Star picker Mark Gordon and Omaha 
World-Herald selector Don Lee in which both were 
claiming that a daily averaging of three winners was pret- 
ty good picking, Ak-Sar-Ben general manager Dick 
Becker broke in to declare. "Even an orangutan with a 
pencil could pick three winners every day." 


Vet Trainer Sees Derby As Two-Horse Race 


LOUISVILLE (AP) - The 99th Kentucky 


Derby stacks up as a two-horse race with Secre- 
tariat and Sham the best of a rather lacklustre 
group of contenders, the man who helped sad- 
dle eight Derby champions said Tuesday. 


"It doesn't measure up as a good field," Jim- 


my Jones commented during an ea~rly morning 
visit to the barns on the Churchill Downs 
backstretch. "There are some good horses run- 
ning, no great ones. No super stars." 


Jones and his father, the late Ben Jones, 


trained for the great Calumet Farm, which 
produced such thoroughbred giants as Pensive, 
Citation, Ponder, Hill Gail, Iron Liege and Tim 
Tarn. 


Citation was the last horse to capture the Tri- 


ple Crown—the Derby, Preakness and Bel- 
mont—in 1948. Jimmy was the last trainer to 
pull off two Derby victories in a row—Iron 


Liege in 1957 and Tim Tarn in 1958. 


It's a feat Lucien Laurin, who saddled Riva 


Ridge a year ago, is seeking to duplicate with 
Secretariat, Meadow Stable's 1972 Horse of the 
Year. 


"I don't know about Secretariat," Jones 


mused. "He has good breeding and his record 
was good coming into the Wood Memorial. But 
he ran in the Wood as if something was pinching 
him. 


"I keep hearing reports that there is some 


heat in his leg somewhere and he is being 
treated with ice packs, but Lucien denies it. 
Some people around the stables insist it's true." 


An odds-on favorite in the Wood, Secretariat 


ran a disappointing third behind his stablemate. 
Angle Light, and Sham. Railbirds attribute the 
defeat to the race's slow pace. 


"It's been my experience." said Jones, "that 


a great horse will win under any conditions- 
slow track, fast track, mud. slow pace, fast pace 
Citation was that kind of a horse. He was an 
arrogant rascal. He could lick them all any time. 
and he knew it." 


Jones will be represented in Saturday's Derby 


with Restless Jet. owned by four ladies who 
serve as proprietors of the Elkwood Farm. 


"He's training well." Jimmy said, "but I feel 


I ought to be racing him at the Beulah track in- 
stead of the Derby. I'm afraid he's running out 
of his class " 


Someone recalled that that's what Jimmy and 


his dad said about Ponder in 1949 


Jimmy is a stocky man in his 50s. born and

Mississippi continued their 
relentless journey to the Gulf of 
Mexico on Tuesday, and 
authorities warned people in the 
flood's wake to be on the alert in 
case of more rain. 


Agriculture Secretary Earl 


Butz. en route to Mississippi to 
address a group of farmers, flew 
over parts of the flooded river 
valley. 


Stopping in Memphis. Tenn., 


he predicted that farmers would 
be able to recover and plant 
their land. "I am convinced." he 
said, "that if fair weather comes, 
our farmers will get out there 
shortly." 


The Mississippi River Com- 


mission has estimated that 11 
million acres in seven states — 
much of it prime farmland — is 
under water. Cotton farmers in 
several areas have said that by 
the time the land dries out. it 
will be too late to plant. 


Butz, saying that all but about 


1 "2 million acres could be 
planted, said that if cotton were 
ruled out, the farmers would 
grow soybeans or other crops 
that can be sown late in the 
season 


The flood waters in the 


northern part of the Mississippi 
Valley kept receding as the crest 
moved south along the 1,500- 
mile river. 


In West Quincy, Mo., right 


across the border, some 15.000 
acres, including the business dis- 
trict and railroad yards, were 
still under as much as 10 Vz feet 
of water that inundated the city 
when the river crested last week.

One government official said a 


rumor the government would 
storm the village if there was no 
agreement by Friday "might be 
true." 


"In the immediate days ahead, 


we are not going to entertain any 
questions on negotiations," 
Deputy Asst. U.S. Atty. Gen. 
Richard Hellstern told 
newsmen. 


Talks were last held Saturday. 


The government said Monday it 
was trying to revive them. 


Asked to respond to rumors 


that the government 
would 


storm the village if no agree- 
ment were reached by Friday. 
Hellstern replied: 


"That might be true. We've 


always considered the option of 
using force to settle the siege a 
viable one." 


Neither Hellstern nor Interior 


Department Solicitor 
Kent 


Frizzell, the government's main 
negotiators, was at nearby Pine 
Ridge Tuesday. 


Meanwhile, a possible con- 


frontation between Indian 
militants and residents of the 
Rosebud Indian Reservation, 100 
miles to the east, was averted 
when the tribal council reversed 
itself and agreed to allow the 
burial of Frank Clearwater. a 
slain member of the Wounded 
Knee occupation force, on its 
reservation. 


In another 
development, 


American Indian Movement 
leader Russell Means was 
returned to jail in South Dakota. 


Means was taken from Los 


Angeles to the Minnehaha Coun- 
ty jail in Sioux Falls, S.D. Means 
had been picked up in Los 
Angeles Friday on a bench 
warrant issued after his bond 
was revoked. Means is charged 
with 11 counts in connection 
with the Feb. 27 takeover of 
Wounded Knee. 


The Office of Emergency 


Preparedness said more than 5,- 
500 persons in Missouri had 
applied for federal flood disaster 
aid by Monday night. Damage 
throughout the regions that were 
declared disaster areas has been 
estimated at $320 million 
already. 


About 40 homes were under 


water in St. Mary's. Mo., and 
Mrs. Henry Lorch, the city clerk, 
said, "Some of the houses are 
buckling on their foundations. 


Some of them will never be 
liveable again. The people are 
abandoning them and they say 
they'll never come back." 


The National Weather Service 


warned Tuesday that a "poten- 
tially dangerous" spring storm 
system was moving into the 
basins of the Missouri, Mississip- 
pi and Illinois rivers that could 
aggravate the situation with as 
much as three more indies of 
rain. 


"We have to say that this 


storm system is definitely 
capable of dropping up to three 
inches of new rain," said Al Ber- 
tram of the weather service 
"The most frightening thing 
about the storm is its similarity 
to the one of about 10 days ago 
— the one that caused the record 
crests up and down the three 
rivers." 


The major problem in the 


southern part of the valley was 
flooding from backwaters — 
small streams clogged by 


overflow from large rivers 


In a speech prepared for 


delivery to the annual meeting of 
the Delta Council in Cleveland, 
Miss., Butz promised that the

exhaust every means available of 
providing disaster assistance" to 
flood-stricken farmers.

To dig the basement takes a heavy equip- 


ment operator and his machinery Then the 
mason must go to work pouring the footings, 
the concrete basement floor and finally 
laying the cement blocks 


The carpenter then does his job laying the 


floor stringers, the flooring, the studdmgs 
and the sheeting. After that the furnace duc- 
ting and insulation is installed. 


At about the same time the plumber goes 


to work installing bathroom and kitchen 
plumbing while the electrician puts in the 
wires for outlets and light fixtures 


Then the carpenter enters the picture 


again. He must put in all the interior

alcoholism counselors at Lincoln 
Action Program (LAP) 
reach out 


to four Lincoln families whose 
lives are affected to some degree 
by alcoholism. 


"We simply recognize that 


working with the family is one of 
the most effective ways to deal 
with Lincoln's number one 
health problem: alcoholism," 
said Mark Carpick, one of the 
counselors. 


Carpick explained that there 


are several reasons for this 
emphasis on family involve- 
ment. The family, he said, is 
hardest hit by the effects of 
alcoholism 
The financial, 


emotional and mental damage 
thai is inflicted on the family is 
"unbelievable." 


Contrary to popular belief, the 


average alcoholic is not a 
homeless "skid-row" derelict, 
noted the counselor 


According to the National 


Council on Alcoholism and the 
National Insitute on Alcohol 
Abuse and Alcoholism, only 
three to five per cent of the 
nation's alcoholics fall into this 
category. 


. 'Most of the other 95' '< still 


have their jobs and their 
families—and want to keep 
them." he observed. 


Carpick also noted that the 


family is one of his agency's 
most effective tools in assisting 
the alcoholic's recovery. 


The counselor said LAP's 


alcoholism counseling program 
uses a number of techniques to 
create family involvement. 


—outreach activities that go to 


the family, rather than wait for 
the family to come to the agen- 
cy. 


—group counseling for family 


members which emphasizes 
coping techniques for those 
living with alcoholism. 


—referral to other community 


resources dealing with alcohol 
problems. 


—information service through 


;; speakers bureau.

Nazi prison guard Mrs. Hermine 
Braunsteiner Ryan to be sur- 
rendered to West German 
authorities to stand trial for 
allegedly murdering and tor- 
turing Jews in a concentration 
camp.

opinion said West German of- 
ficials presented

evidence" against Mrs Ryan, 
now a Queens housewife, to ask 
for her surrender for such 
offenses as assassination, 
manslaughter and infanticide.

Juvenile Center 
Opinions Voiced 
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By GERRY SWITZER 


Star Staff Writer 


Only three persons appeared 


before the County Board 
Tuesday to air their views on the 
proposed site of the Juvenile 
Attention Center at 11th and 
South on property adjacent to 
the former Orthopedic Hospital. 


Two persons spoke out in 


favor of the proposed location, 
noting that they didn't feel the 
center would create any problem 
and that the proposed center 
would be an asset to the entire 
community. 


However, one other resident 


of the area indicated that loca- 
tion of the center in that vicinity 
would be a threat to her safety 


'What Security?' 
"What security do I have if 


and when one of these children 
would suddenly have a desire to 
do something different and leave 
the center," she said 


Juvenile Judge W 
W. 


Nuernberger assured her that 
plans call for building a secure 
facility and when the children 
are out they would be supervised 
by an adult 


He said he didn't feel that 


there would be any greater risk 
to that particular area than to 
any other part of town, since 
most individuals who walk away 
from security facilities try to get 
as far away as possible from the 
facility. 


Two other women, who 


refused to come before the 


board to be heard, made com- 
ments regarding the problems 
which could be caused by the 
facility in that area which they 
contended already has the 
problem of the Lincoln Regional 
Center and Penitentiary walk- 
aways 


No Formal Action 


. The commissioners took no 
formal action Tuesday but are 
expected to take formal steps 
next Tuesday so that further 
proceedings may get underway 
for construction of the proposed 
center 


Earlier this year the com- 


missioners held a public hearing 
on the former proposed site at 
13th and South just east of Lan- 
caster Manor on property 
acquired by county with the 
purchase of the former St. 
Elizabeth Hospital complex, 


At that time, there was no op- 


position expressed on the 
proposed site except several per- 
sons voiced concern that the 
county might need the property 
adjacent to Lancaster Manor for 
further expansion of the county- 
owned nursing facility 


After the City County Plan- 


ning Department recommended 
that the county seek another site 
the commissioners began 
looking for other sites, and two 
weeks ago, the Executive Board 
of the Legislative Council 
accepted the offer of the county 
to buy approximately 66,000 
square feet of the former 
Orthopedic Hospital property for 
$75,000.
